Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as previously noted, the use of an alternative 
technique for application of the coating would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. In other words, use of an extrusion 
coating operaiton rather than a roller coating operaiton would have bene obvious to the ordianry artisan in light of the teachings of Sands 
and Andrusko and the use of an extrusion coating technique instead of a roler coating technique in Smedberg '231 would have been 
obvious. The substittuion of one known means for another where they means performed the same function was recognized as prima facie 
obvious, see In re Siebentritt, 152 USPQ 618 and In re Fout, 213 USPQ 532. The reference to Smedberg was NOT applied in a new 
ground of rejection but was rather cited to rebut applicant's argument regarding the criticality of the use of a roller coating in Smedberg 
'231. As previously noted, Smedberg '231 does appear to require pressure assist when using the roller coating operation, however this 
does not preclude one from employing a different coating technique like extrusion coating/laminating to attach the primary backing to the 
secondary backing. Applicant's arguments have not been found to be persuasive. 
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
